[William Anderson (1803 - 1847, buried in Crowell-Anderson Cemetery 
in Bedford County, TN) was the son of David Anderson (29 December

Percy Crowell, now deceased] to be buiried in unmarked graves in the 
Anderson-Crowell Cemetery also; Jane Anderson was the daughter of 
Richard “Kettle Dick” Anderson and Mary Margaret Craig. David and 
Richard Anderson were bros. who came to Tennessee from N. Carolina 
near the winter of 1804-5 [Their brother Robert was here earlier; 

their brother James came also]: William and lane were then first 
cousins. Jane Anderson is also half sister to Josephine Anderson [wife 
of Wiliam C.. Kennedy and mother of R.A. Kennedy, g.v. all herein. 7] 


[Mrs. Gill Anderson, Nashville, TN, Frankie Mitchell, Duck River, TN, 
Sloan Anderson, et al have done rather extensive research seeking to 
trace this Anderson family back into North Carolina. To date, the 
effort has been without success; there are just too many Andersons. 
H.G. Kennedy reports that their fathers, i.e. of Richard, & David 
{together with brothers Robert & Jim, are said by tradition to have 
died in Buncombe County, N.C. Additional questions can be directed to 
Mrs. Jimmy (Betty) Patton, Hampshire, TN, q.v. herein.] 


[Samuel Gill Delk and Isabella Anderson made their home in the Delk 
Bend portion of the Kettle Mills. Paul Delk records that “Samuel Gill 
Delk (1833 - 1898) married Isabella White Anderson (1837 - 1917) in 
Bedford Co., Tennessee across the river from Croweil’s Chapel where 
Grandma was living with some of her peopie. They came to Deik’s Bend 
in Maury County in 1854 when Grandpa was 21 years old. They settled 
on land that Grandma inherited from the Andersons [See Richard 
“Kettle Dick” Anderson’s will in the Appendix herein. ] They lived just 
below the Delk Cemetery. One day the next year Grandpa heard 
someone stalled down in the slough (Down by the island where folks 
crossed the river oftentimes, gus). He toid Grandma that he believed 
that (it) sounded like Pa and Joshua. Grandma had her doubts, but when 
Grandpa went down to see, sure enough it was his father Jacob Benton 
Delk. He asked him where in the world he was going. Jacob B. Delk 
told him that he had bought the land just up the river (where Edward 
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Blair Delk now lives). It just so happened that this fellow Smith had 
sold him land next to where his son Samuel Gill Delk was living.” ] 


[in 1896 the Skipper family on the head of Blue Buck Creek in Hickman 
County became embroiled in a family disagreement over how to divide 
their daddy’s estate. One of them filed a bill in Chancery Court in 
Centerville to sell the property, 385 acres of basically timbered 
ridges on the north side of the ridge on which the Natchez Trace 
passes, S.G, Delk sent J.V. Delk, his son, to Centerville on the court 
date for the purpose of bidding on the property. On the way there he 
met up with his cousin R.A. Kennedy, q.v. herein, who traveled for the 
Same purpose. The plan had been to divide the property, if 
successfully bid, in halves between S.G. and LV. Delk; the plan changed 
to include Anderson } ennedy (and divide the property in thirds). The 
judge announced the court costs incurred as the minimum bid, $179.43 
(or something very near that). J.V. Delk bid that amount and found it, 
even after a long dinner break, not raised. The judge ordered the 
property sold to J.V. Delk for that amount. The family got nothing. S.G. 
Delk died in 1998; his $40 portion of their property was omitted from 
the administration of his estate and remained the property of the S.G. 
heirs until the 1970’s or so when it together with the 2/3 that came 
to belong to J.V. Delk (he bought R.A. Kennedy’s third soon after the 
sale) [His 2/3 was inherited by Floyd Delk, and then by his wife Mary 
McFadden Delk] was sold to Car! Harris, Jr, son of Robert Carl Harris, 
Sr. and Lucille Delk; all q.v. herein. ] 


[James V. Delk remembers the property as something like a 

private park of nearly 400 acres of timber. It was a quiet and 
pleasant place to roam. There were small water falls, on one of which 
had been a tub mill. The stones were still there until someone came a 
got them. He remembers finding one of them turn upright one day. 
Allen Delk discussed bringing them back to Cathey’s Creek but decided 
against doing so because “They {were} not ours; they belong(ed) with 
the land.” But sornebody else did not think so.] 


A. William Leftwich Deik (7 September 1855 - 22 May 1918) married 
Bertha Elizabeth Vestal (8 December 1858 - 8 May 1926), dau. of 
Williams Vestal and Hannah Judd (bern 22 October 1831).

This note together with the 
brief history of the Kettle Mills church of Christ recorded by Fox 
in 1961 and the record contained in the Liberty Baptist Church 
minute book (now in the possession of Joe H. Deik, Columbia, TN) 
reflects the conversion of most of this family to the church of 
Christ in the mid- 1880’s]. The Kettle Mills congregation meets on 
the south side of the Duck River. The Liberty Baptist Church met 
on the north side in the Greenfield Bend until 1957. George Delk, 
William D. Deik (Billy Hunk), and Josh Delk (who is noted herein as 
serving as a Baptist preacher both in Maury County, and in Dallas 
and Ellis Counties in Texas) continued as members of the Liberty 
congregation. The meeting house in the Greenfield Bend was a 
“union church” given by one of the Greenfield's with provisions for 
its use by some three of four different religious denominational 
groups on rotating Sundays. (See Neil Delk for details of deed 
provisions.) {t seems that at least initially everybody went every 
Sunday but each group was responsibie for worship and preaching 
on “their Sunday”. in later years the Liberty Baptist Church and 
the Greenfield Bend church of Christ both used the building on some 
kind of Sunday morning, Sunday evening rotation. James V. Delk 
remembers being present there at least once. To a little boy the 
building seemed dark. After the Graham School was closed in about 
1953 the Greenfield Bend church of Christ bought the school 
building and begin worshiping there. The Liberty Baptist Church 
had suckled down quite smail and last met in 1957 --when the 
Willlamsport Baptist Church was organized. The building remains 
and is the property of Mrs. Leslie (Barbara) Dycus. This building 
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had, when built early in this century, replaced an earlier building 
that was off the present road. Neil Delk now owns the property 
where provisions were made for the original building to be built on 
iand donated by one of the Greenfield’s. 


Carrie Delk and Marcy Hoover in their lifetimes took active 
interest in the Kettle Mills church of Christ. Likewise Edward Delk 
until the week of his death took leadership roll in the congregation. 
{See note on James Kenneth Morrow above}. The other children of 
John and Alice Delk were active in the Kettie church as long as 
they were living the the Kettle. When they moved elsewhere they 
were likewise active wherever they lived. Most of their extended 
family, even the descendants of William D. and Josh Delk, have 
counted their membership with the churches of Christ in the years 
that have followed. ]

As they flew over 
southeastern Arkansas and the rice fields of that area their 
conversation turned to the fact that the tractors --all of them, 
it Seems-- were green, ie. John Deere’s. Cari and Allen were 
green tractor people; Ed was a red tractor man (i.e. he owned a 
Farmall). [Now there were very good reasons why the number of 
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John Deere brand tractors was greater in that country; in that 
era --in fact until the introduction of the new line in 1960 all 
John Deere tractors had been two cylinder affairs mostly with 
the motors mounted crosswise and low in the mid-portion of 
the frame so that you could almost rest you feet on the motor. 
This meant the weight of the green tractors was more centered 
on the rear wheels than was the case in other makes. 
Additionally the two-cylinder motors had larger pistons and 
operated at slower r.p.m. speeds than did the others; therefore 
the torque was much greater. The higher torque together with 
the extra weight meant that John Deere tractors could pull 
more from a dead stop than any other tractor of like 
horsepower --even in mud in a rice field. But all the actual 
engineering data was likely not discussed.] When Edward (who 
was a man of few words) had heard about ail he could stand as 
to how the folks in Arkansas knew good tractors, he observed 
folks in Arkansas knew good tractors, he observed that he 
believed that the reason that the rice farmers were using green 
equipment was because in that swampy country that they must 
from time to time loose some of them --that they must get so 
marred up that they could never be retrieved --and that if they 
were using green tractors that they hadn’t lost much.

[Allen Delk told that the well at his parents’ home was near the 
back door out from the kitchen. James Delk remembers it and 
remembers when the first Myers weil pump had to be replaced (it 
was still working but had rusted off of its mounting.) He is not 
Sure of the details as exactly when they got electricity. It seems 
from the story that Allen told that his daddy had installed an 
electric pump in the well soon after the coming of “lights”. 
Anyhow before electricity there had been a catwalk of some kind 
from the back either of the kitchen or the back porch to the well so 
that water could be drawn. Allen told that some two or three years 
after the pump had been installed that one of his parents had 
walked out onto catwalk and was standing when the other 
approached and walked out to be together with the first one. The 
weight of the two was more than the framing would bear. They 
both fell about 6 to 8 feet to the ground. Dr. Webb was cailed from 
Hampshire; when he got there it was said that he could not resist 
the urge of asking which one of them (one in his mid-70’s and the 
other in her late 60’s had “won”. The message is that some things 
are not as they seem. Those who would try the trade of recording 
history ought to remember that fact.]

Jim Harlan's mother 
was sister to Sam Church and therefore first cousin to Eunice 
Church. Brownie married Charlie Lovell, q.v. herein. After her 
death, Charlie married Ruth Hoover, widow of John G. Delk, both 
q.v. herein. Richard married Willie Vestal Delk, q.v. herein. 


Ida Sisco was the daughter of J.S. Sisco and Sarah Sharp. J.S. 
Sisco was the son of Wm. Sisco and Mary A. Campbell. Sarah 
Sharp was the daughter of John Sharp and Peggy Whiteside.

[Sometime near, actually likely just before, his marriage to Nina, 
Howard -together with his brother Horace- bought a farm in 
Roberts’ Bend on the north side of the Duck River between Columbia 
and Williamsport. They paid something in the low thirties for the 
land and had up in twenty of it paid when the Hoover depression hit. 
Despite having the farm 2/3 in the clear they still lost that farm. 
Horace moved back to Cathey’s Creek; Howard and Nina (and boys) 
moved to their Uncle Sam’s and worked for him for several years. ] 


[After living “at Uncle Sam’s” through most of the Depression 
years and throughout the war Howard and Nina again had the 
opportunity to buy a farm and in 1947 moved up the river one bend 
to the Brickhouse Bend near where Nina’s father and step-mother 
lived. See Appendix et ai for references to Will Southali’s parents.] 


After they bought the place but before they could move one 
afternoon a “shirttail sized” cloud formed and dropped a funnel 
which picked up the barn and threw it over the house, scattering it 
on the river bank in front of the house. Behold the wonder of the 
power of God. Mr. and Mrs. Mayfield who lived in sight of the new 
farm noticed no cloud; they just looked out and, upon not seeing the 
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barn, called Howard. ] 


{Hortense Delk, on September 21, 1994, told of the 15 years or so 
that Howard and Nina lived next to Ed and her, and of how they did 
things together: 


“One time when Howard & Ed picked a day to go fishin’ on Swan 
Nina & | decided we'd go too. We picked bushel baskets of 

green beans the day before. She and! sat on the banks of Swan 
Creek & snapped beans ail day while Ed & Howard fished. We 
decided we weren’t cooking either: that we were going to eat 
what the men usually ate when they went to Swan, so we 
stopped up at Cousin George’s store up by Kettle mill & got pork 
& beans, & vienna Sausages; times were hard but those were also 
good days.” |.

{Katherine Wilkes tells of an event sometime in about 1946 
when James Porter and Mayfield Deik and their cousin John A. 
Delk one night, in an old car that wasn’t running good, 
were stranded on the side of the English Hill. Allen Delk 
understood that they had a flat; Kat. Says no, that the car just 
quit. Anyhow they wondered if they were out of gas and looked 
under the gas cap to measure with a stick or something like you 
might on a farm tractor. Joe Delk remembered it that the gas 
line broke. One does not know the details except that they lit a 
match to see. Now the car was not new, they had made none 
between February 17, 1942 and June, 1945 --and before that 
there was the Depression. {t may well have been that the car 
had no gas gauge. However it happened the results are that the 
car burned, The young men were left on the side of the road 
with a burnt car belonging to the father of two of them. Jim 
Morrow (a.v. herein), who was not without faults but who was a 
very good hearted soul, happened along. He stopped, saw who 
they were, and offered to take them ail home --subject to the 
one condition: that James Porter and Mayfield would promise 
him that they would wake up their daddy, Howard, when they

got home, and tell him what had happened. Can you imagine how 
much you would have slept knowing that you had to tell your 
daddy in the morning that you had burned his only car in an era 
when he could not easily replace it? Jim Morrow, for all his 
warts, was not only good hearted, he was also thoughtful. ] 


[Joe H. Delk, adds to the story that Jake Delk was also along, 
that the events were on a Sunday night, that Howard had had a 
Plymouth car with suicide doors He said that at the time cars 
were very had to come by; Daddy said that if you could afford a 
new one that you still had to wait on a list (basically until the 
demand by returning soldiers was met). Anyhow Howard finally 
found a vehicle.

At the time of that article it is said 
that he had then made 1,100 of them --all numbered and all 
containing a plywood bottom with a painted rose on the top and 
handwritten philosophy and “wise sayings” on the bottom side 
together with pictures. 


Additionally Paul Delk spent a great deal of time, even in his 
early years collecting family history. He quoted things from 
Josh Delk who died in 1923 (when Paul was 19 years old). 
James V. Delk remembers his getting a “deed book” from the 
Maury County courthouse and, he thinks, two hundred sheets of 
huge paper on which he spent hours recording the records he had 
gathered along with remembrances of living on Cathey’s Creek 
and hand drawn pictures depicting the same.

Allen said a *boy with a briefcase, with the lawyers 
that were winding up the bank, came out to the home place 
asking Papa to sign to appiy the 30 something cents that the 
bank was then paying out on deposits against the full dollar of 
what he owed. | told him, ‘Papa, don’t you sign that; if they 
could make you apply less than the full dollar of your deposits 
against what you owe they wouldn’t ask you to sign.’

On one occasion Alvin Morrow went to Montana to see about 
buying a bull. The version that James Delk heard is that Alvin 
was met at the depot and ridden out to the ranch where the 
bull(s) were about which he was interested. The rancher was 
very solicitous of Alvin’s state. “Mr. Morrow, you are not in 
the South, up here on these high plains you can’t do what you 
can do back home.” We are told that Alvin thought the remark 
was a western yankee’s way of putting down our South, 
implying that southern farmers were so used to having servants 
“step and fetch” for them that they were too weak to walk. 
Rather the fact is that the rancher was telling Mr. Morrow that 
they were enough thousands of feet about sea jevel that he 
should be careful. Alvin soon found out what the man meant as 
he very quickly found himself out of breath. 


One ought to be proud of home, wherever home is; one ought to 
be proud of one’s family and their kin, even with all the warts 
(such as every family possesses). We ought to be proud of our 
South. But having pride in our home, our family, and our South 
shouid not cloud our judgment to the extent that we expect 
others to be putting us down. The rancher likely had no strong 
feelings about the South; he was telling Alvin to be careful in 
the thin air of the Rockies.

baseball on Sunday afternoons. “But Uncle Sam, what is the 
difference between me playing ball on Sunday afternoons and you 
rushing home just as soon as church lets out so you can listen to 
the World Series on the radio?” There was no answer.] 


{A careful note of when Sam and Ruth died might add some 
understanding to the account that follows. Sam Delk did weil in 
life as a farmer. When cars again became available after World 
War Il, Sam had one that dated well back into the 1930’s and was 
not all that dependable. Someone suggested, “Mr. Delk, you can get 
cars now, and you can afford one. You need to go ahead and order 
one.” “Naw, son, /’m an old man and will never have use for going 
anywhere much; this one will do fine no longer than ! will live”] 


[“But Mr. Delk, you’ve got plenty of money; you won’t be dead six 
months until your money will have helped buy several cars. You 
might as well get to drive one of them. He actually did buy a new 
car; but whether it was because of the conversation recorded 
above or not, one knows not. | do suppose that he wasn’t dead long 
before his money did; in fact; pay for another car or two, and 
several other things.] 


[Sam and Ruth had no children. Troyce Cavender who was reared in 
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the Kettle Mills community and married Margaret Brown Farris, 
both q.v. herein, reports that his father Horace’s father George died 
when Horace was very young. Troyce was told that at his daddy and 
four siblings were divided up in the community and that Horace 
lived with Sam and Ruth Delk for some period of time. Troyce 
reports knowing of two uncles, Henry and Ody Cavender, neither of 
which had any boys. One died in an army hospital during World War 
Troyce’s sister Olive Cavender reports that Horace lived with Sam 
and Ruth until one of his older sisters married Mr. Kos.

Katherine Wilkes indicates that the family 
records show that the correct spelling was CATHERINE, despite 
spellings to the contrary. Frances Catherine went by CASSIE or 
CATHERINE. Of her descendants at least three were named for her: 
Katherine Wiley Wilkes, Josephine Catherine “Cassie” Savage Lewis; 
Catherine “Cassie” Sharp Bell. Additionally it would seem likely that 
descendants Katherine Peery Harris and Frances Patton Dooley; and 
niece Mayce Katherine Southali, were also named for her.

That house was the only inhibited house that James Delk ever saw that 
did not have electricity. The house was isolated somewhat from other 
dwellings. He heard Mr. Payne tell about how the Merryweather Lewis 
Electric Coop wanted him to cut the full right-of-way from the last 
house with electricity and maybe pay, in part, for the installation 

of the poles. Such is almost an example why utility companies have 
the right of eminent domain. !f the last man at the end of the light 
line were totally dependent upon the willingness other folks down the 
line “letting” them have a line across their property there would 
always be someone wanting to hoid up the process for a big buck. in 
fact James Delk was toid that because two land owners on the lower 
end of Love’s Branch in Maury County did not want electricity [They 
Saw it as a Roosevelt scheme to milk them of their money one monthly 
bill at a time.] that nobody up that branch above them got the chance to 
have “lights” for several years afterward (maybe after World War I1).] 


[After Robert “Ace” Wiley was killed in Texas Frances drew a dowry 
on a tract of property in Dobbinstown in Maury County between Isom on 
Catheys’ Creek and Hampshire. She and Jesse Savage were living there 
when some of Robert’s family attempted to break the dowry in a court 
filing [see loose records in the Maury County Courthouse Annex]. At 
that point Jesse and Frances moved somewhat briefly to Perry County.

{Sam Will and Anna Savage made their home at the Keg Spring at 
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the head of Keg Spring Branch in the old first district of Lewis 
County. Henry Shelby (cousin to Evelene Tucker, q.v. herein) tells of 
a wire trip device which Sam Will had set up between the top of 
the ridge behind their house and the barns by which he could 
transport sticks of cut tobacco from the ridge to the barn without 
having to haul it down with mule drawn teams (which would have 
been nearly impossible, given that the wagon would have been 
pushing the team rather than the team pulling. He had a wire, or 
likely two wires, mounted from the top of the ridge to which he 
hooked a clip that held a stick of tobacco (about 5 or 6 stalks split 
near their base so as to allow their being strung on the tobacco 
stick and hung in the barn to dry. | think that the weight of the 
stick coming down the ridge pulled a new clip up to the top. Henry 
described the “sing” that one stick of tobacco made racing down 
the ridge. James Delk is not quite sure from when this devise 
dates; Sam Will died when Henry was eight or so. James thinks he 
remembers having heard Allen Delk tell of the same “cable” device] 


[This sounds like a cute device to sound like technology come to the 
country. In reality it probably represents about the only way that 
the crop could be raised on the ridge and lowered to the barn. As 
heavy as green burley tobacco was/is, if loaded on wagons in the 
conventional way, the crop would have likely been too heavy for the 
muies to hoid back on the way down the ridge. James Delk 
remembers the road as being steep in the 1950’s, 60's, and 70's, 
Only by using a devise to get the crop down one stick at a time 

with nothing to get in its way on the way down., could Sam Will 
Savage grow tobacco on the ridge without building a separate 
tobacco barn up there.]

[A little survey across these pages may well reveal a smaller 
number of these prose filler in this section. That stems from the 
fact the James Delk had less contact with these lines than with 
almost any other part of the descendants of Jacob Benton Delk, Mr. 
Euyless and Mr. Willie Moider were the only two of the Molder he 
actually had the occasion to meet as a child. Allen and Paul Delk in 
some years made a somewhat annual trek to Bedford County to 
visit some of the kin and check of the graveyards and other details 
of the family. Because Allen had known these two Mr. Molder's 
through the Tennessee Farm Bureau, in which all three were 
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somewhat active they visited in their homes. James Delk was very 
small when those visits involved him. The one real item he 
remembers about them was that Mr. Euyless Molder was widowed 
and live alone; he also had the first Sears catalogue that James had 
ever seen that said Atlanta, Georgia instead of Memphis, Tennessee 
[from where folks in Maury County ordered]. He stared at it while 
the grown folks visited --but he was scared to touch it, because 
“it Was someone eise’s,” They had had what Ailen Deik described 
as some good farm land somewhere out in Bedford County, but in 
their late years both moved into town.

They 
knew that there had been ice cream left over that was going to 
waste. Allen toid how they went through a window up on the 
roof. (We are not sure what “brick ice cream” was but suppose 
that it was commercial cream that had already been formed 
into rectangular molds rather than been served directly from 
hand crank freezers. He also told of he and other college boys 
watching one of the female teachers trying to get back into a 
classroom building on the weekend. She tried every door and 
then went to a window on the ground level that opened into a 
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basement classroom. As James Delk remembers hearing it she 
bent down and crawled through the window at which point all 
the boys hollered loudly. --and you thought only modern day 
teenagers were uncivil and crude. (One might check with

[Monroe Joshua Delk was the County Road Commissioner for 
Ellis County for a number of years; he bought the store (and a 
farm) at Lone Elm, in Ellis County, TX in about 1900 and 
operated it as long as he lived. Afterward Jones ran the store 
and the farm. Monroe was said to have done well in the store 
and been very well fixed --untii the Great Depression and 
drought of the 1930’s --when he is said to have advanced credit 
to families who otherwise would have been utterly destitute. 
When he died in 1936 he was not nardly as “well fixed’. The 
family was never able to recover much of what was “on the 
book” even after the hard times were behind them, and the 
families involved able to pay. One would suggest from a very 
safe distance that for his good heartedness he is counted for 
good, even if his own family may have wondered if they were 
one day going to have to do without. (They didn’t; when he died 
he left 600 acres of farm fand, the store, and a healthy, if

[This son was not in Paul K, Delk’s list and is Known to us only from 
the 1880 federaj census; he may have died young or is possibly the 
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same as Roland Delk, shown below from the Paul K. Delk list. From 
Louise Delk Little, “Somewhere back in memory, Dad said that 
Roland (had) a twin and he died at 6 months.” We are not sure if 
that squares with this Alex given that Roland was born 6 March 
1880 when the census seems to have been taken, if anything a 
little early in that community (given the ages of children less than 
one year old as shown by the census schedules). Could it be 
possibie that Aiex was born the year before Roland, but died “at 6 
months”.(and Jones was mistaken about their being twins? ]

Hampshire, TN which was later the Lon Brooks 
place, and finally the (William) Peelers lived there.” [t is located on 
Lusk Branch Road (Goodman Lane) n. Hampshire, TN. James Delk 
remembers the place; the current house (the one built by Lon Brooks) is 
a full two story federal styled building that has been empty for 
probably thirty or forty years.). At a point after Josh Delk lived on the 
property, William Leftwich Delk lived on the the same tract, and in 
fact owned a large biock of land reaching to the ridge between Lusk 
Branch and Dry Fork Creek.] 


{Lon Brooks married Alice Galloway who was the daughter of Enoch 
Galloway and Hannah Judd, q.v. herein. This makes Alice the half sister 
to Elizabeth Vestal, wife of William Leftwich Delk, both q.v. herein.

There are several Sardis, Texas’s, but others had indicated the “Uncle Josh 
went to Ellis County, Texas” or something like that. Mrs. Kenneth D. Kirk 
said yes that her husband was a cousin to Blair Kirk who married Grace 
Delk. Mrs. J.D. Kirk said yes that she knew the family; that graduated from 
high school with some of them; and that | should call a McCaleb lady in a 
nursing home somewhere close to Waxahachie or her daughter Mrs. Wayne 
Loyd. Mrs. Loyd referred me to Undia Yarbrough in Euless, TX whose phone 
number is (817) 283-4850 and not the number shown on the computer list, 
6548). She seems to five with her daughter, __ White. She gave me two 
daughters of Grace Delk and Blair Kirk, Mrs. Ernest (Ruth) Blackerly [(817) 
451-1920] and Mrs. James (Esther.) Soper [(817) 923-1394]. Mrs. Soper

Deik, that the Kirk’s were related to Tennessee Kirks, and she was kin to 
Cathey’s and named Mumford and Tom Cathey, that she knew Tennie Chapin. 
She says that Tom Ed Kirk has visited back in Tennessee. She also 
confirmed what is typed above regarding Monroe Joshua Delk and other 
children of Josh Delk and Fannie Jones except Alex Delk did not garner a 
reaction. ] 


[Allen Delk said that he, his bro. Paul, and cou. Annie Porter Delk (who 
provided so of the record noted herein, met him on the street in 
Columbia, TN when Allen was small (likely at the time of the meeting 
noted above, i.e. summer of 1913) and that he bought them the first 
chocolate ice cream Allen had ever seen (but Josh ask for, “A good cold 
glass of buttermilk.” }. Allen could not imagine a man drinking 
buttermilk as they were pouring out to the hogs at their place.] 


[As this record was being compiled we knew only limited information 
about Josh Delk and Fannie Jones’s children. Therefore more prose was 
included. As we have come to know more about the children it still 
feels like we are including much ‘filler’ type information here and in 
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the Appendix following. One supposes that because he was a Baptist 
preacher [Some of his folks report that some of the Baptists in Texas 
complained that he got off into toomuch of the doctrine taught in 
churches of Christ. In fact much/most of his later descendants 
became active in the churches of Christ (Note is called here to memo 
on Louise Delk Little, q.v. herein two pages above.)] AND because he had 
left Middle Tennessee and moved to Texas that more than the normal 
amount of family folk lore tended to be accumulated. [That happens 
when you aren’t there to defend yourself.] Know that we recognize 
that there is much folk iore recorded here.]

[James Delk does not know who Candis Williams’s parents were, but it 
seems worthy of note that three years after they were married that 
W.D. Delk was named as one of the first deacons in a Baptist Church 
organized in the Greenfield Bend in September of 1868. The first 
preacher was J.C.R. Williams. Given W.D. “Billy Hunk?s age (25) one 
wants to look first to see if J.C.R. Williams was possibly her father] 


[William David Delk was a veteran of the Civil War and is said to have 
been wounded in the battle for Fort Donaldson on 14 and 15 February 
1862 when a shell hit the breastworks behind which he was fighting. 
He was taken home and is said to have never fully recovered from the 
wounds. ] 


[*Regarding William Delk’s middle name, most of the records said 
William David. Annie Porter Delk Kennedy, his brother Sam’s 
granddaughter recorded the name as William Didymus Delk. The only 
hard copy record dating from then that James V. Delk has seen, the 
Liberty Baptist Church minute book says W.D. at every point.]

[It is said that George Delk, Talitha’s uncle invited Jim Lovell home 
one Sunday for dinner and that Talitha had fixed an ice cream cake 
which Jim found especially good. When asked, later in life, what he 
saw in Telitha Delk that attracted him he sighted her ice cream 
cake. For whatever reason Telitha resisted requests in late years 
to make an ice cream cake when asked to do so by her children. At 
the time that she married Jim Lovell, Telitha’s mother was dead 
and her father had remarried and had started his new family. Some 
reports, including J.C. Kennedy, indicate that Telitha was living at 
and keeping house for her uncle George. He had a large house

F. W. Otey Delk (born ca. 1879: said to have been 7 months old at time 
of 1880 census), said to have died young without issue according to 
J.C. Kennedy’s handwritten history, from-- according to Annie 
Porter Kennedy --tuberculosis. The Liberty Baptist Church minute 
book list Ody Delk as being added as a member in September 1893 
“by experience and baptism”; the 1897 membership list lists a W.O. 
Delk with a side note written later saying “diede April 1898” The 
reference to April 1898 might be consistent to J.C. Kennedy’s 
reference. None of this tells for what the W. stood; one might 
surmise it to be William; that would explain the use at age 7 
months of his middle name while retaining the initial initial. 


[As a side note that related to this entire effort but to none of it in 
particular, Joe H. Delk noted that J.C. Kennedy --references to whose 
handwritten history has been repeatedly made-- was the only man who 
could set a barrel of sugar on the counter at the Kettle store. 


For the record the the grist mill and store in the Kettle during much 
his life was operated by his family as reference to his history will 
show, Also for the record even up until the early 1970’s barrels were 
used by the Columbia Mill and Elevator Co. in Columbia, TN to ship 
flour to a certain few locales in south Alabama. The barrel was 
assumed to weigh eight pounds so that a “barrel of flour” had gross 
weight of 200 with a net weight of 192 Ibs. of flour. In the era when 
the barrel was the standard unit for flour, “a half barrel” would be 96 


ios.; flour was sacked in fractions thereof: 96, 48, and 24 Ibs. in the 
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1370 era when James Delk worked in a rural grocery store in 
Hampshire, TN older people still asked for “24 tb sacks flour”, 
referring to the 25 Ibs. then sold with towels attached. But you 
haven’t seen many flour sacks that size lately either, 


In an earlier era Sugar was also shipped in barrels, Transportation 
was rougher that modern trucks and cars. Paper sacks used today were 
not efficient. The actual package volumes of flour, meal, and sugar 
nave declined. When did you last buy a ten pound sack of sugar? Know 
that not many years ago that was the standard unit. But sugar is much 
more dense that flour; think about the difference between the SIZE of a 
five pound sack of sugar and that of flour. Put simply a barrel of sugar 
weighted more that the same sized barrel of flour. We don’t know how 
much it weighed, but somewhere near 250 Ibs. might be a reasonable 
guess. J.C. “Clarence” Kennedy could set a barrel of that weight up on 
a store counter --and do it again tomorrow. ]
